The President and the Japanese. 


No part of the President's message will be read with livelier in- 


terest than the section devoted to the Japanese question. 
It is a 


characteristically frank and outspoken expression of opinion. 
The 


f President deprecates shutting the Japanese out of the public schools 


in San Francisco, and advises Congress to pass an act admitting Japa- 
nese to naturalization. 
He also pays a high tribute to 
Japanese 


valor, courtesy and humanity. 
He says, "The Japanese have won 


in a single generation the right to stand abreast of the foremost and 
most enlightened peoples of Europe and America; they have won on 
their own merits and by their own exertions the right to treatment 
on a basis of full and frank equality." 


The President is a bold man. 
He has never done anything 


bolder than reading this lecture to the people of the Pacific Coast. 
He has put his popularity out here to the severest test. 
But what 


he says will not avail to accomplish his object. 
The people of the 


Pacific Coast are not likely to alter their attitude toward the Japa- 
nese and there is hardly a remote possibility of Congress admitting 
Japanese to the full rights of citizenship. 


Of course, the Japanese born in the United 
States, like the 


American-born Chinese, is a citizen by right of birth, and is not only 
entitled to vote but is eligible to the highest office in the land; still, 
public sentiment out here is firmly set against 
admitting 
the 


Orientals to naturalization. 
Sentiment is divided on the question of 


allowing Japanese laborers to come here, but there is hardly any 
division as to allowing them to become citizens and voters. 


The President may urge the proposition with all his might, but 


he cannot carry his point. 
Out here we are face to face \vith a con- 


dition not a theory. 
We do not desire the population of the Pacific 


Coast to be Mongolianized, Orientalized or Mongrelized. 
We 


shrink from the fate of Hawaii. 
We admire the bravery and skill 


of the Japanese; the progress they have made in'the arts and the 
science of government; the capacity they have developed for carry- 
ing out great enterprises, and their skill, fortitude and courage in a 
gigantic war. 
But with all that—and in a spirit of kindness—we 


prefer the Japanese in Japan to the Japanese in California. Upon 
this point the people of the extreme west are not to be persuaded or 
driven. 
The sentiment that controls them lies deeper than the ordi 


nary prejudice of the ignorant against foreigners or the antagonism 
aroused by competition for wages and employment. 
It*is racial anc 


represents the resistance of one civilization to being amalgamatec 
with another from which it shrinks by natural law. 


President Roosevelt cannot force the people of the Pacific Coast 


to accept his views in this matter any more than he could force the 
people of Arizona to accept statehood with New Mexico. They ad- 
mire his character, recognize his honest worth, admit the nobility oi 
his motives and honor his courageous sense of public duty, but—anc 
from this they \\ill not budge—they know their own business better 
than the President, and appreciate the situation with its responsi- 
bilities, penalties and dangers far more keenly than he can. The 
Japanese will be protected in all their personal and property rights 
but they will not be admitted to citizenship nor social equahtj. 
That's flat.

Once more the President has Congress on his hands, but this 


time it will not require as much managing as it did at the regular 
session. 
Some of the members ha\e had it sharply demonstrated 


to them that public sentiment is still aggressively behind the ad- 
ministration. 
Wadsworth of New York and Landis of Indiana 


in particular have had it borne in upon them that it is not safe 
to stand in the way of reforms the President has pointed out as 
necessary. 
Wadsworth and Landis championed the cause of the 


beef barons at the last session, and both were defeated in strong Re- 
publican districts. 
The lesson is not likely to be lost on other 


members of the House. 


Making Trouble for Gillett. 


The Supervisors of Butte county have petitioned Governor- 


elect Gillett to appoint a Dr. Bullington resident physician at San 
Quentin prison. 
Yv e know nothing about Dr. Bullington, and 


assume him to be a man of good character and a competent physi- 
cian ; nevertheless, there is a phase in the matter that deserves 
special attention.' 
The signers to the petition in Dr. Bullington's 


behalf are asking the Governor to violate the letter and spirit of 
the State Constitution. 
The Governor does not appoint the 


prison officers. 
The wardens and the clerks are elected by the 


Prison Directors. 
The authority to appoint and dismiss all other 


prison officers is vested exclusively in the wardens. 
This wise 


provision of the Constitution was intended to prevent prison dis- 
cipline being made the sport of partisan and spoils politics. 
To a 


considerable degree it has accomplished its object, but it has not 
fully answered the expectation of its framers because the executive 
has not always kept hands off prison patronage. 
And every time 


political favorites have been quartered on the prison administration 
harm has resulted. 
It has invariably created friction and ill- 


feeling, and had an injurious effect on discipline. 
The po^er of 


the executive should never be employed to force the prison wardens 
to appoint subordinates they would not appoint if left free to choose, 
for the wardens are held responsible for the manner in which the 
prisons are managed. 
They are charged with a delicate and im- 


portant duty which they should be left to discharge unhampered by 
demands for political patronage. 
If the Butte Supervisors desire 


to make a place for Dr. Bullington let them appoint him superin- 
tendent 
of

opera languishes for the simple reason that too much dependence 
is pkced on the costumes und the lower limbs of the chorus and 
too little attention to musical talent and aptitude for comedy. 
Says Mr. de Koven: 


"To find women who possess humor and singing ability, as, 


well as those other- qualities more or less essential to their success 
on the stage, "Is to .help to supply the public demand for gocfd 
comic opera along the lines pursued by Offenbach, for instance, 
who composed his operas for women rather than for men. 


" No, I don't think the fact that several leading comic-opera 


comedians have gone into farcer-comedy, or what-not, 
indicates 


that the public is weary of the»real thing in comic opera. 
I think 


the answer can be found in the inflexibility of the comedians' vocal 
cords. 


" Then, too, there seems to be an increasing demand not only 


that those who take part in comic opera shall be able to sing, but 
also that they shall depend more on the lines of humor and less 
on physical proportions than heretofore." 


Mr. de Koven is, of course, talking of real comic opera, not the 


nondescript compositions which rely upon legs, bad puns and 
horseplay for their attractiveness. 
He is not alluding to the so- 


called musical comedy, with its ragtime, seedy jokes, feminine dis- 
play and shrieking incongruities of costume. 
He is right in think- 


ing the public has not lost its taste for good music, good singing 
and good acting, but it is losing interest in what is usually billed 
as comic opera because it is destitute of all three of these essen- 
tials. 
The abiding popularity of one 'of Mr. de Koven's own 


compositions, " Robin Hood," which was the chief drawing card of 
the " Bostonians " for so many years is proof that the public fondness 
for legitimate comic opera* well sung has not declined. But the 
composers have not given the public the variety it demands. 
The 


" Bostontians " sought in vain for a piece with the attractive qualities 
of " Robin Hood." ' They had good voices and superb stage 
methods, but they could not forever keep alive interest in old 
pieces. 


The demand for- change is inexorable, and the public was fairly 


driven, in its search" for variety, to patronize vaudeville, with its 
ragtime numbers, wretched parade of stale quips and foolish double 
entendre and vulgar topical songs. 
Mr. de Koven complains that 


comic opera has lost caste because the talent for singing and act- 
ing is lacking. It was not lacking in the " Bostonians." He cannot 
expect people who make their living on the stage to wait for some 
composer to give them a piece worthy ot their talents and sympa- 
thetic study. 
Mr. de Koven is bringing out a new opera. 
If it 


comes anywhere near "Robin Hood" he will find there are plenty 
of actors to sing and act it. 
Vocal power and comic talent have 


not declined — only their field has been too circumscribed of late 
years. 
Genuine musical production, suited to the public taste has 


not kept pace with the demand for novelty.

CORN AS A FEED FOR HENS. 
On the average farm, the cheapest 


ration is usually corn, and I know of 
nothing the average hen will prefer for 
her mainstay In cold weather. 
Under 


ordinary farm conditions, the hen is 
cheaply wintered when she has just 
corn enough to keep her In good flesh 
— a 
little 
fat, but not overfat — and 


ready to hunt the barnyard over on 
mild days for- any waste grains from 
other farm stock. In her corn supply 
should be Included all the moldy and 
damaged ears, for several 
reasons. 


First, she takes It a Brain at a time, 
and so need not eat any which is to- 
tally unfit, as other animals may do 
Second, some observers have thought 
that their hens actually did better 
*n 


damaged corn than on sound gram, 
probably because of its softness and 
since even the damaged gram should 
be put to some use, the hen A'hkh is 
on a maintenance ration should ha\ e 


fair trial ns to her ability to get 


more out of it than animals to which 
it is evidently distasteful.

ment the deterrent effect of the pun- 
ishment on other offenders Is Increased- 
but sufficiently heavy fines accomplish 
much. Judge Holt, of the New York 
district court, in a recent decision ad- 
mirably stated iho need for treating 
with just severity offenders of this 
Kind. His opinion runs in part as fol- 
lows: 


" 'The government's evidence to es- 


tablish the defendant's guilt was clea>- 
conclusive, and undisputed. The case 
was a flagrant one. The transactions 
which took place under this illegal con- 
tract were very large; the amounts of 
rebates returned were 
considerable- 


and the amount of the rebate itself 
was large, amounting to more than 
one-fifth of the entire tariff charge for 
the transportation 
of merchandise 


from this city to Detroit. It is not too 
much to say, in my opinion, that if this 
business was carried on for a consid- 
erable time on that basis—that is if 
this discrimination in favor of this 
particular shipper was made with an 
18 Instead of a 23 cent rate and the 
tariff rate was maintained as against 


year. 


AS TO INJUNCTIONS. 


In this matter of injunctions there 


Is lodged- In the hands of the judiciary 
a necessary power which is neverthe- 
less subject to the possibility of grave, 
abuse. 
It Is a power that should be 


exercised with extreme care and should 


viduals of great political or financial 
power, but the overwhelming- tide of 
public sentimetn; and the judge who 
does 
thus 
disregard 
public sen- 


timent 
when 
It 
Is 
wrong, who 


brushes asMe the plea of any spe- 
cial Interest when the pleading Is not 
founded on righteousness, perform the 
highest service to the country. Such 
a judge is deserving of all honor; and 
all honor can not be paid to this wise 
and fearless judge If we permit the 
growth of an absurd convention which 
would forbid any criticism of the judge 
of another type, who shows himself 
timid in the presence of arrogant dis- 
order, or who on Insufficient grounds 
grants an injunction that does grave 
Injustice, or who in his capacity as a 
construer, and therefore In part a mak- 
er of the law, in 
flagrant fashion 


thwarts the cause of decent govern- 
ment. 
The judge has a power over 


which no review can be exercised; he 
himself sits in review- upon the acts 
of both the executive .and legislative 
branches of the Government; save in 
the most extraordinary cases he Is 
amenable only at the bar of public 
opinion: and It is unwise to maintain 
that public opinion in reference to a 
man with such power shall neither be 
exprest nor led. 


The best judges have ever been fore- 


most to disclaim any immunity from 
criticism. 
This has been true since 


the da.ys of the great English 
Lord 


Chancellor Parker, who said: "Let all 
people be at liberty to know what I 
found my judgment upon; that, so 
when I have given it in any cause. 
others may be at liberty to judge of 
jne." The proprieties of the case were 
set forth iwith singular clearness and 
good temper by Judge W. H. Taft, 
when a United States circuit judge, 
eleven years ago, in 1895: 


"The opportunity freely and publicly 


to criticize judicial action Is of vastly 
•more Importance to the bo-dy politic 
than the immunity 
of 
courts 
and 


judges from unjust aspersions and at- 
tack. 
Nothing tends more to render 


be the subject of the jealous scrutiny I judges careful in their decisions and 
of all men and condemnation should 
be meted out as much to tha judge 
who falls to use it boldly when neces- 
sary as to the Judge who uses it wan- 
tcnly or oppressively. 
Of course 
a 


judge strong enough -to ba fit for his 
office will enjoin any resort to vio- 
lence or intimidation especially 
by 


conspiracy no matter what his opinion 
tray be of the rights of the original 
quarrel. 
There must be no hesitation 


in dealing- with disorder. 
But 
there 


must likewise be no such abus? of the 
injunctive power as Is Implied in for- 
bidding laboring 
men to strive for 


their own betterment in peaceful and 
lawful'"ways; nor must the injunction 
be used merely to aid some big cor- 


anxiously solicitous to do exact jus- 
tice than the consciousness that every 
act of theirs is to be subjected to tfie 
intelligent scrutiny and candid crlt= 
icism of their fellow-men. 
Such criti- 


cism is. beneficial In proportion' as it 
is fair, dispassionate, discriminating, 
and based on a knowledge of sound 
legal principles.

therefore highly useful. 
Such critics 


constitute more or less impartial trib-' 
unals of professional opinion 
before

The two important elements .of. moral 
character in a judge are an earnest 
desire to reach a just conclusion and 
courage to enforce it. In so far as 
fear of public comment does hot affect 
the courage of a judge, but only spurs 
him on to search his...conscience"and 
to reach the result which approves It- 
self to his • inmost heart, such com- 
ment, serves, a useful--purpose. 
There 


are few men. whether..they are judges 
for life or for a shorter term- <who 


do not prefer to earn and hold the re- 
spect of all, and who ca.n not 
be 


reached and made to pause and delib- 
erate by hostile public criticism. 
In 


the case of judges having a life tenure, 
Indeed, their very independence makes 
the right freely to comment on their 
decisions of greater importance, be- 
cause it is the only practical and avail- 
able instrument In the hands of a free 
people to keep such Judges alive to 
the reasonable demands of those they 
serve. 


"On the other- hand, the danger of 


destroying the proper Influence of ju- 
dicial decisions by creating unfounded 
prejudices against the courts justifies 
and requires that unjust attacks shall 
be met and answered. 
Courts must 


ultimately rest their defense upon the 
inherent strength of the opinions they 
deliver as the ground for their con- 
clusions and must trust to the calm 
and deliberate judgment of all the peo- 
ple as their best vindication." 


There is 
one 
consideration which 


phould be taken Into account by the 
good people who carry a sound propo- 
sition to an excess in objecting to any 
criticism of a judge's decision. The In- 
stinct of the American people as a 
whole Is sound In- this matter. 
.They 


w:ill not subscribe to the doctrine tha.t 
any public servant is to be. above all 
criticism. 
If the best citizens, those 


most competent to express their judg- 
ment in such matters, and above all 
those belonging to the great and hon- 
orable professloji of the bar, so pro- 
foundly Influential in American life, 
t£.ke the position that tnere shall be 
no criticism of a judge under any cir- 
cumstances, their view will not be ac- 
cepted by the American people as a 
whole. In such event the people will 
turn to, and tend to accept as justi- 
fiable, the intemperate and improper 
criticism uttered by unworthy aglt •.- 
tors. 
Surely it Is a 
misfortune 
to 


leave to such critics a function, right 
In itself, which they are certain 
to 


abuse. Just and temperate criticism, 
when necessary, Is a safeguard against 
the acceptance by the people as a 
whole of that intemperate antagonism 
towards the judiciary which must be 
combated by every right-thinking man. 
and which, if it became widespread 
among the people.at large, would con- 
stitute a dire menace to the Republic. 
CALL SATTENTION 


TO CRIME OF LYNCH- 
' ING OF NEGROES 


In. connection with the delays of the 


law, I call your attention and the at-' 
tentioii of the Nation to. the prevalence 
of crime among us, and a-bove all to 
.the epidemic of lynching and mob vio- 
lence that springs.up, now in one part 
of our country, now in another. Each 
section, North, .South, East, or West, 
has its own faults: no section can 
with wisdom spend its time jeering at 


I the fault's cf another section; it should 
-be busy trying to ' amend 
its 
own 
shortcomings. To deal with -the crime 
of corruption it is necessary to have 
an awakened public conscience-; and to 
supplement this by whatever legisla- 
tion 'will add speed and certainty in 
the execution at .the law. When we 
deal with lynching even more is neces- 
sary. A great many white men are 
lynched, but the crime is peculiarly 
frequent in respect to -black men. The 
greatest existing cause of lynching Is 
the perpetration, especially Sjy . black 
'men. ' of the hideous crime of rape— 
I the most abominable in all the cate- 
gory of cr.lrneSj even wo»-s« than inur- 
I der. 
Mobs" frequently 
avenge 
the 


I commission of this crime by themselves 
torturing to death the man committing 
it; thus avenging in bestial fashion a 
bestial deed, and reducing themselves 
to a, level with the criminal. 
Lawlessness grows -by what It feeds 


upon; and n£ten mobs begin to lyach 
for many other Idnds of crimes, so 
sph'ere of. their operations and lynch 
for many atSer kinds of'crimes, so 
that, .two-thirds'of the lynchings an» 
not "for rape at all; -while a considerable 
proportion of the individuals lynched 
are innocent 'of all crime. Governor 
Candler, of Georgia, stated on 
one 


occasion «om«.years, ago:. "1 can say' 
of a verity thai I .h*v«. •within. ±h« 


last month, saved the lives of half a 
dozen innocent negroes who were pur- 
sued by the mob, and brought them to 
trial in a court of a law in which they 
were acquitted." 
As Bishop Gallo- 


way of Mississippi has finely said: 
"When the rule of a mob obtains, that 
which distinguishes a Ugh civilization 
Is 
surrendered. 
The 
mob 
-which 


lynches a negro charged 
with rape 


will In a little while lynch a white 
man 
suspected 
of 
crime. 
Every 


Christian patriot In America needs to 
lift up his voice in loud and eternnl 
protest against the mob spirit that Is 
threatening the integrity of this Re- 
public." 
Governor Jelks of Alabama 
has recently spoken as follows: "The 
lynching of any person for whatever 
crime is inexcusable anywhere—it Is a 
defiance of orderly government; but 
the killing of Jpnocent people under 
any 
provocation Is Infinitely 
more 


horrible; and yet innocent people are 
likely to die when a mob's terrible lust 
Is once aroused. 
The lesson is this: 


No good citizen can afford to counte- 
nance a defiance of the statutes, no 


j matter what the provocation. The inr 
nocent frequently suffer, and, it is my 
observation, more usually suffer than 
the 
guilty. 
The 
whl^ 
people 


of -the South 
Indict 
the whole 


colored 
race 
on 
ttie 
ground 
that 
even 
the 
better 
elements 


lend no assistance whatever in ferret- 
ing out criminals of their own color. 
The respectable colored people must 
learn not to harbor their criminals, but 
to assist the officers In bringing them 
to justice. 
This is' the larger crime, 


and It provokes such atrocious of- 
fenses as the one at Atlanta. The two 
races can never get on until there Is 
an understanding on the part of both 
to make common cause with the law- 
abiding 
against 
criminals 
of 
any 


color.'1 


CRIME AVENGED. 


Moreover, where any crime com- 


mitte.d 
by a member of 
one race 
against a member of another race is 
avenged in such a fashion that It 
seems as if not the individual crim- 
inal, but the whole race, is attacked, 
the result is to exasperate to the 
highest degree race feeling. There is 
but one safe rule in dealing; with black 
men as with white men; it is the same 
rule that must Se applied in dealing 
with rich men and poor men: that is, 
to treat each man, whatever his color, 
his creed, or Tils social position, with 
even-handed justice on his real worth 
as a man. 
White people owe it quite 


as much to themselves as to the col- 
ored race to treat well the colored man 
who shows by his life that he deserves 
such treatment: for it Is surelv the 
highest wisdom to encourage in the 
colored race all those individuals who 
are honest, industrious, law-abiding, 
and who therefore 
make 
good and 
safe neighbors and citizens. Reward 
or punish the individual on his mer- 
its as an individual. 
Evil will »urely 


come in the end to both race* if we 
substitute for this rule the habit of 
treating all the members of the race, 
good and bad, alike. There is no ques- 
tion of "social equality" or 
"negro 


domination" Involved: only the ques- 
tion of relentlessly punishing; had men. 
and of securing- to the good man the 
right to his life, hi* .liberty, and the 
pursuit of his happiness as his own 
qualities of heart, head, and hand en- 
able him to achieve It 
Every colored man should reoliie 


that the worst enemy of his race is the 
negro criminal, and above all the ne- 
gro criminal who commits the dread- 


j fur crime of rape; and it should be felt 
as in the highest degree an offense 
against the whole country, and against 
the colored race in particular, for a 
colored man to fail to help the officers 
of the law In hunting: down with all 
possible earnestness and seal every 
such infamous offender. 
Moreover, in 
my judgment, the crime of rape should 
always be punished with death, a* is 
the case with murder; assault with 
Intent-to commit rape should be made 
a capital crime, as least In the dis- 
cretion of the court; and provision 
should be made i>y which the punish- 
ment may follow immediately upon 
the heels of the offense; while the trial 
should- be so conducted that th» victim 
u«ed not b« wantonly rtsmM whllt

The members of the white race on 


the other hand should understand that 
every lynching represents by Just so 
much a loosening of the bands of clv- 
fllcatlon; that the spirit of lynch- 
ing inevitably throws Into prominence 
in the 
community all the foul and 
evil creatures who dwell therein. No 
man can tak« part In the torture of 
a human being- without having his 
oVn moral nature permanently low- 
ered. Every lynching means just so 
much moral deterioration in all the 
children who have any knowledge of 
it, and therefore Just so much addi- 
tional trouble for the next generation 
of Americans. 


Let justice be both sure and swift; 


but let it be justice under the law, 
and not the wild and crooked sav- 
agery of a mob. 


There is another matter which has 
a direct bearing upon this matter of 
lynching;.and of the brutal crime which 
sometdmes calls it forth and at other 
times merely furnishes the excuse for 
Its existence. It Is out of the ques- 
tion for our people as a whole perma- 
nently to rise by treading down any 
of their own number. 
Even 
those 


who themselves for the moment profit 
by such 
maltreatment of their fel- 
lows will in the long run also suffer. 
No more shortsighted policy can be 
Imagined than, in the fancied Interest 
of one class, to prevent the education 
of another class. 
The 
free 
public 
school, the chance for «ach boy or girl 
to get a -good elementary education, 
lies at the foundation 
of our whole 
political situation. In every commu- 
nity the poorest citizens, those who 
need the schools most, would be de- 
prived of them if they only received 
school 
facilities proportioned to the 


taxes they 'paid. 
This is as true of 


one portion of our country as of an- 
other. It Is as true for the negro as 
for the white, man. The white man. if 
he Is wise, will decline to allow the 
negroes In a mass to grow to man- 
hood and womanhood without educa- 
tion. 
Unquestionably education such 


as is obtained In our public schools 
does not do everything towards mak- 
ing a man a good citizen; but it does 
much. The lowest and most 
brutal 
criminals, those for instance who com- 
mit the crime of rape, are in the great 
majority men who have had either no 
education or very little; just as they 
are almost Invariably men who own 
no property; for the man 'who puts 
money by out of his earnings, like the 
man wlio acquires education, is usu- 
ally lifted above mere -brutal crimin- 
ally. Of course the best type of edu- 
cation for the colored man, taken as 


whole, Is such education as Is con- 


ferred 
In Schools like Hampton and 
Tuskegee; where the hoys' and girls, 
the young men and young women, are 
trained Industrially as well as In the 
ordinary 
public 
school 
branches. 


The graduates of these schools turn 
out well In the great majority of cases, 
and hardly any of them become crim- 
inals, while what 
little 
criminality 
there Is never takes the form of that 
brutal violence B-hlch 
Invites 
lynch 


law. 
Every graduate of these schools 


—and for the matter of that every 
other 
colored 'man or woman—who 


leads a life so useful and honorable 
as to win ttie good will and respect of 
those whites whose neighbor he or sh« 
Is, thereby ^helps the whole colored 
race as It can be helped -in no other 
way; for next to the negro himself, the 
man who can do most to help the 
negro Is his white neighbor who lives 
near him; and our steady effort should 
be to better the relations between the 
two. Great tho the benefit of these 
schools has been to their colored pu- 
pils and to the colored people, It may 
well be,questloned whether the benefit 
has nor been at least as great to the 
white people among whom these col- 
ored pupils live after they graduate. 


Be it remembered, furthermore, that 


the individuals who, whether from 
folly, from evil temper, from greed for 
office, or In a spirit 
of mere base 


demagogy, Indulge in the inflamma- 
tory and 
Incendiary speeches 
an'l 


writings which tend to arouse 
mobs 


and to bring about lynching, not only 
thus excite the mooT but also tend by 
what crlmlnologists call "suggestion," 
greatly to Increase Ott likelihood of a 
repetition of the very crime against 
n-Mch they are Inveighing. 
When the 


mob Is composed of the people of one 
.race and the man lynched Is of an- 
other race, 
the men 
who In their 
speeches and writing's either excit« or 
justify the action tend, of course, to 
excite a bitter race 
feeling and to 
cause the people of the opposite race 
!o lose sight of the abominable act of 
the criminal himself: and in addition, 
by the prominence they give to the 
hideous deed they undoubtedly tend 
to excite Jn other brutal and depraved 
natures 
thoughts of committing it. 


Swlit, relentless, and orderly punish- 
ment under the law i» the only way by 
which criminality of this type can per- 
manentlv Se suppreat. 


In dealing w.tth | both 
labor and 


capital,' with the question* effecting 
both corporations and trades unions, 
there Is one matter more Important to 
remember than aught else, and that 
Is the infinite harm done by preachers 
of mere discontent. 
These are the 


men who seek to excite a violent class 
hatred against all 
men of wealth. 
They seek to turn wise and proper 
movements for the -better control of 
corporations and for doing away with 
the abuses connected wRh wealth, In- 
to a campaign of hysterical 
excite- 


ment and falsehood In which the aim 
is to Inflame to madness the brutal 
passions of mankind. 
The 
Instate? 


demagogues and 
foolish 
visionaries 


who ate always ea«tr te undertake 
•such a campaign of destruction some- 
times seek to associate themselves 
with those working for a genuine re- 
form 
In governmental and social 
methods, and sometimes, masquerades 
as such reformers. 
In reality 
they 


are the worst, of enemies of the cause 
they profess to advocate. Just as the 
purveyors of sensational slander in 
newspaper or magizine are the worst 
enemies of all men -who are engaged 
to » honest effort to better what Is 
•bad- in our social and governmental 
condition*; To preach hatred to the, 
rich man as such, to carry on a cam-. 
palgn of •lander and Invective aga-Inst 
hint, to seek to mislead and Inflame to 
madness Jvonert men whose lives arc 
hard and who hav« not the kind of 
mental training; which VlU permit them 
to appreciate the *»nr*r In'the doc- 
trines preached—all th.1* Is to commit 
a crime agalmrt the body politic And 
to b» taM to every, trorihy principle 
sad .HasBtiosi at America*, aattonal 
Ufa. MsMMssr.-vfeUc smcb. prescbimc 


and such agitation may gdve a liveli- 
hood and a certain notoriety to some 
of those who take part In it, and may 
result In the temporary political suc- 
cess of others, in the long run every 
such movement will either fail or else 
will provoke a violent reaction, wiii.-h 
will Itself result not merely in undoing 
the mischief wrought by the d«ma- 
gogue sad the agitator, but also In 
.undoing the good that the honest re- 
former, the true upholder of ipopular 
rights, iias painfully and 'laborious:*' 
achieved. Corruption Is never so rl'e 
as In communities where *he dema- 
gogue and the agitator bear full sway, 
because in such communities all moral 
5>ands bo come loosened, and hysterical 
and sen.tatlonallsm replace the spirit 
of sound judgment and fair dealing HS 
between man and man. In sheer re- 
volt against the squalid anarchy thus 
produced men are sure in the end to 
turn toward any leader who can re- 
store orler, and then their relief at 
•being free from the Intolerable bu~- 
tfens of class hatred, violence,

demagogy is such that they -can mt 
for some time be aroused to indigna-

the crop which springs up can only l>e 
evil. 


PLAIN PEOPLE. 


The plain people 
who think—the 
mechanics, farmers, merchants, work- 
ers with head or hand', the men to 
whom American 
traditions are -dear, 
who love their country and try to n. t 
decently by their neighbors, owe It 10 
themselves to remember that the most 
d«.mag-in;5 blow that can be given poi - 
ular government is to elect an -un- 
worthy and sinister agitator on a plai- 
form of violence and hypocrisy.

his fellows, has as much to fear from 
the insincere and 
unworthy 
demfl- 


gogue, promising much and perform- 
ing- nothing, or else performing noth- 
ing- but evil, who would set on the mob 
to plunder the rich, as from the crafty 
corruptlo:ilst. who, for his own ends, 
would P( rm.it the common people to 
be exploited by the very wealthy. Tf 
we ever let this government fall into 
the hands of men of either of thepe 
two classes, we shall show ourselvct 
faise 
to America's 
past. 
Moreover, 


the demagogue and the oorruptloni.^ t 
often work hand In -hand. There are Ht 
this moment wealthy reactionaries of 
such obtuse -morality that they regari 
the public servant 
who 
prosecutes 


them -when they violate the law, or 
who seels to make them 'bear'their 
proper share of the public burdens, as 
being even /nore objectionable than 
the violent agitator -who hounds on 
the mob '.o plunder the rich. There Is

Indeed, «D far as It Is in our power, 
It should be our a.im steadily to reduce 
the numl>ers of hours of labor, wltli 
ass a goal the general Introduction of 
an eight-hour day. 
There are influF- 


tries In n-hlch it is not possible that 
the TIOUTF of labor should -be reduced; 
Just as tiielr are communities not far 
enough advanced, for such a move- 
ment to Ive for their good, or, if In the 
tropics, to. situated that there Is «o 
ana-'ogy l>etween their needs and ours 
In this matter. 
On the Isthmus 
of 


Panama, for instance, the conditions 
a.re in everv way so different from 
what they are he-re that an eight-hour 
lay woud be absurd: Just as It is 
absurd, g« far am the Isthmus it con- 
cerned, where white labor can not be 
employed, to fcother as to whether the 
necessary work Is done by alien Wack 
men or by alien yellow men. But thft 
wageworlcere of the United States are 
of so hlg^i a ^rade that alike from the 
merely industrial standpoint and from 
the civic standpoint it. should -be our 
object .to do what we can in the', direc- 
tion of securing the. general observ- 
ance of cji eight-hour day. Until re- 
cently th« eight-hour 
la-w 
on our 
Federal .ttatute books has been very 
scantily observed. 
Now, however, 
largely tta-owch the Instrumentality of 
the Bureau of Laixn-, It Is being rigid- 
ly enforced, and I shall 
speedily b? 
able to say whether or not there Is 
need of farther legislation in reference 
thereto; for our purpose Is to see. it 
obeyed lit spirit no less than iln let- 
ter.

EMPLOYERS' LIABILITY. 


Among the excellent laws which the 


. congress passed at the last session 
iwais an employers' liability law. 
It 


i<was a marked ste-p in advance to get 
•the recognition of employers' liabil- 
•tty on t'he statute books; but the law 
d-id not go far enough. In spite of all 
: precautions exercised by employers 
there are unavoidable accidents and 
•even deaths involved in nearly every 
line of business connected with the 
mechanic arts. 
This Inevitable sac- 


Tlflce of life may be reduced to a mln- 
.imum, -but it can not -be completely 
'eliminated. It ds a great social Injus- 
-tlce to compel .tha employee, or rather 
'the family of the killed of disabled 
•victim, to bear the entire burden of 
«uch an inevitable sacrifice. In other 
•words, society shirks Its duty by lay- 
Ing the -whole 
cost 
on the victim. 


whereas the injury comes from what 
may i>e called the legitimate risks of 
the trade. Compensation for accidents 
or deaths due in any line of industry 
to the actual conditions under which 
the Industry is carried on, shotitd be 
paid by that portion of the community 
for the -benefit of which the industry 
Is carried on—that Is, by those who 
profit by t'he Industry. 
If the entire, 


trade risk 
Is placed upon the em- 


ployer he will promptly and properly 
add to it the legitimate cost of pro- 
duction and assess it proportionately 
xipon the consumers of his commodity. 
It Is therefore clear to my mind that 
the law should place this entire "risk 
of a trade1' upon t-he employer. Neither 
the Federal law. nor. as far as I am 
Informed, the State laws dealing with 
the 
question of employers' 
liability 


are sufficiently 
thoroughgoing. 
The 


Federal law should of course include 
employees In 
navy 
yards, 
arsenals, 


and the like.

The commission appointed by the 


President October IB. 1902. at the re- 
quest of both the anthracite coal op- j 
erators and miners, to inquire into, 
consider, and pass upon t'he questions

Pennsylvania and the causes out of 
•which the controversies arose, in their 
report, 
findings 
and award exprest 


the belief "that the state and Federal 
governments should provide the ma- 
chinery for what may be callec. ...~ 
compulsory Investigation of controver- 
sies between employers and employees 
when they arise." 
This expression of 


belief is deserving of the favorable 
consideration of the congress and the 
enactment of Irs provisions into law. 
A bill has already been introduced to 
this end. 
Records show t h a t during the twen- 


ty years from January 1, 1SS1, to De- 
cember 31. 1900. there were strikes 
affecting 
117.500 establishments, and 


6,105,694 employees ivere thrown out 
of employment. During the same pe- 
riod there were 
1.005 lockouts, in- 


volving nearly 
10,000 establishments, 


and thus to exert Its full force for the 
right. 
WITHDRAWAL OF COAL LANDS.

IMPROVE FARMERS' CONDITION. 


Several factors must 
cooperate in 


the Improvement of the farmer's con- 
dition.

gense—in tlhe sense which keeps ever 
in view the intimate relationship be- 
tween the theory of education and the 
facts of life. 
In 
all education we 


should widen our aims. It Is a good 
thing to produce a certain number ol 
trained scholars and students; tout 
the education superintended J>y the 
State must seek rather to prod-uce a 
hundred good- citizens than merely one 
scholar, and it must be turned now 
and .then from the class hook to the 
study of the great book of nature It- 
self. 
This Is especially true of the 


farmer, as has been pointed out again 
and again by all observers roost com- 
petent to pass practical judgment or 
the problems of our country life. AH 
students now realize that education 
must seek to .train the executive pow- 
ers of young people and 
to 
confer 
more real significance upon the phrase 
"dignity of labor," and to prepare the 
pupils so that In addition to each de- 
veloping In Che highest degree his 
Individual capacity for 
work, 
they 
may together help create a right poWIe 
opinion, and show In many ways *o- 
clan and cooperaSlve spirit.

the second subject, the condition of 
our currency laws. The national bank 
act has ably served a great purpose In 
aiding the enormous business de\elop- 
ment of the country; and \vithin ten 
years there has been an inciease In 
circulation per capita from 521.41 to 
$33.08. 
For several years evidence 


has been accumulating that additional 
legislation Is needed. The recurrence 
of each crop season emphasizes the 
defects of the present 
laws. 
There 


must soon be a re\ IMon ot them, be- 
cause to leave them as they are means 
to incur liability of business disaster. 
Since your body adjourned there has 
been a fluctuation in th« interest on 
call monev from 
'2 per cent to 30 per 


cent; 
and the fluctuation 
was even 


greater 
during 
the 
preceding 
six 


months. 
The Kecretarj of the Treas- 


ury had to step in and by wise action 
put a stop to the most violent period 
of oscillation. Even worse than such 
fluctuation is the advance In commer- 
cial rates and the uncertainty felt m 
the sufficiency of credit even at high 
rates. All commercial interests suffer 
during each crop pei lod. 
Kxcesslve 
rates for call money in Xew York at- 
tract money from the Interior banks 
Into the speculative (iild, this depletes 
the fund 
that 
would otherwise be 


available for commercial uses, and 
commercial borrowers aie forced to 
pay abnormal rates, so that each fall 
a tax, In the shape of increased inter- 
est charges, Is placed on the whole 
Commerce of the countrv. 


The mere .statement of these facts 


shows that oui preM-nt astern is seri- 
ously defective 
There is need of a 


change. 
Unfortunately, 
however, 
many of the proposed cjmnges must 
be ruled fi om consideration because 
they are complicated, are not easy of 
compiehension, and tend to disturb 
existing 
rights and 
interests 
We 


must also rule out HMJ plan which 
•would materially impair the %alue of 
the I'nited States a per cent bonds 
now pledged to seeme circulation, the 
issue of which was> made under con- 
ditions 
peculiar!} ci editable to the 
Treasury. I do not press any especial 
plan. 
Various plans have recently 


been proposed by expert committees 
of bankers. Among the plans which 
are posslblv feasible and which cer- 
tainly should receive your considera- 
tion is that repeatedly brought to your 
attention by the present Secretary of 
the Treasury, the essential features of 
"which have been approved by many 
prominent bankers and business men. 
According to this plan national banks 
should be permitted to Issue a speci- 
fied 
proportion of their capital In 


notes of. a given kind, the issue to he 
taxed at,so high a rate as to drive the 
notes back when not wanted in legiti- 
mate trade. This plan would not per- 
mit the issue of currency to give banks 
additional profits, but to meet the 
emergency 
presented 
by 
times of 


stringency. 


I do not say that this is the right 


system. 
I only advance it to empha- 


size my belief that there Is need lor 
the adoption of some jns.t 
shall be automatic and upi 


which 


all 


sound banks, so as to avoid all possi- 
bility of discrimination and favoritism. 
Such a plan would lend to prevent the 
spasms of high money and specula- 
tion which now obtain tn the Xew 
York market, for at present there Is 
too much currency at certain seasons 
of the year, and its accumulation at 
New York tempts bankers to lend it 
at low rates for speculative purposes; 
whereas at other 
times when tho 


crops are helm? moved there Is urgent 
need for a large hut temporary in- 
crease in the currency 
supply. 
It 


must 
never be forgotten that this 


question concerns business men gen- 
erally quite as much as bankers; espe- 
cially Is this true of stockmen, farm- 
ers, and business men iu the West; 
for at present at certain seasons of 
the year the 
difference in interest 
rates between the East and the West 
Is from 6 to 10 per cent, whereas in 
Canada the corresponding 
difference 


Is but 2 per cent. Any plan must, of 
course, guard the Interests of western 
and southern bankers as carefully as 
It guards the interests of New York 
or Chicago 
bankers: and must be 


drawn 
from 
the standpoints of the 


farmer and the merchant no less than 
from the standpoints of the city bank- 
er and the country banker. 


The law should be amended so ss 


specifically to provide that the funds 
derived from customs duties may be 
treated by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury as he treats funds obtained under 
the 
Internal-revenue law- 
There

ALASKA. 


Alaska's needs have been partially 


met, but there must be a complete 
reorganization of the governmental 
system, as I have before Indicated to 
you. I ask your especial attention to 
this. 
Our fellow-citizens who dwell 


on the shores* of Puget Sound with 
characteristic energy are airarfging to 
hold in Seattle the Alaska Yukon Pa- 
cific Exposition. Its special alms in- 
clude the upbuilding of Alaska and 
the development of American com- 
merce on the Pacific Ocean. This ex- 
position. In its purposes 
and scope, 


should appeal not only to the people 
of the Pacific slope, but to the people 
of the United States at large. 
Alaska 


since it was bought has yielded to the 
Government eleven millions of dollars 
of revenue, and has produced nearly 
three hundred millions of dollars In 
gold, furs, and fish. When properly 
developed It will become in large de- 
gree a land of homes. The countries 
bordering the Pacific Ocean have a 
population more numerous than that 
of all the countries of Euiope; their 
annual foreign commerce amounts to 
over three billions of dollars, of which 
the share of the United States Is some 
seven hundred millions of dollars. If 
this trade were thoroly 
understood 


and pushed by our manufacturers and 
producers, the industries not only of 
the Pacific slope, but of all our coun- 
try, and particularly of our cotton- 
growing States, would be greatly beir- 


ited. Of course, in order to get these 


a low morality, to abuse or discrim- 
inate against or In any way humiliate 
such stranger who has come here law- 
fully and who is conducting- himself 
properly. To remember this is Incum- 
bent on every American citizen, and 
It is of course peculiarly incumbsnt 
on every Government official, whether 
of the nation or ot the several States. 


I am prompted to say this by the at- 


titude ot hostility here and there as- 
sumed toward the Japanese 
In this 


country. This hostility Is sporadic and 
la limited to a very fe.w places. Nev- 
ertheless, it Is most discreditable to us 
as a people, and it may be fraught with 
the gravest consequences to the na- 
tion. 
The friendship 
between 
the 


United States and Japan has been 
continuous slhce the time, over half a 
century ago, when Commodore Perry, 
by his expedition to Japan, first opened 
the Islands 
to 
western civilization. 


Since then the growth of Japan has 
been literally astounding. 
There 
Is 


not oily nothing to parallel it, but 
nothing- to approach It in the history 
of civilized mankind. Japnn has 
a 


glorious and ancient past. Her civil- 
ization is older than that of the na- 
tions of northern Europe—the nations 
from whom the people of the United 
Slates have chiefly sprung. But fifty 
years ago Japan's development was 
still that of the Middle Ages. During 
that fifty years the progress of the 
country in evory walk in life has been 
a marvel to mankind, and she now 
stands as one of the greatest of civil- 
ized nations; great 1n the arts of war 
and In the arts of peace; great In mili- 
tary, In Industrial, in artistic develop- 
ment and achievement. Japanese sol- 
diers and sailors 
have shown them- 


selves equal In combat to any of whom 
history mates note. She has produced 
gtcat generals and mighty admirals; 
her fighting men, afloat and1 ashore, 
show all the heroic courage, the un- 
questioning, unfaltering 
loyalty, the 


splendid indifference to hardship and 
death, which marked the Loyal Ron- 
Ins; and they show also 
that they 


possess the highest Ideal of patriotism. 
Japanese artists of every kindi see 
their products eagerly sought for in all 
lands 
The industrial and commercial 


development of Japtin has been phe- 
nomenal; greater 
than that of any 


other country during the same period. 
At the same time the advance in sci- 
ence and philosophy is no less marked. 
The admirable management of the Jap- 
anese Red Cross during the late war, 
the efficiency and 
humanity of th» 


Japanese officials, nurses and doctors, 
won the respectful admiration ot all 
acquainted with the facts. 
Thru the 


Red Cross the Japanese people sent 
over $100,000 to the sufferers of San 
Francisco, and the gift was accepted 
with gratitude by our people. 
The 


courtesy of the Japanese, natlonaUy 
and individually, has become prover- 


To no other country has there 
such an increasing number of 


benefits, we must treat 
fairly 


ountrles with which we trade.

But It is equally true that the 
average private individual In any really 
decent community does many actions 
with reference to other men In which 
he Is guided, not by self-interest, but 
by public spirit, by regard for the 
tights of others, by a disinterested pur- 
pose to do good to others, and to raise 
the tone of the community as a whole. 
Similarly, a really great nation must 
often, art, and as a matter of fact often 
does act, toward other nations in a 
spirit not In the least of mere self- 
interest, but paying heed chiefly to 
ethical reasons; and as the centuries 
go by this disinterestedness in Inter- 
national action, this tendenc.\ of the In- 
dividuals comprizing a nation to re- 


blal. 
been 
visitors from this land as to Japan. 
In return, Japanese have come here 
in great numbers. They are welcome, 
socially and intellectually, in all our 
colleges and institutions 
of 
higher 


learning, in all our profession*! and" 
social bodies. The Japanese have won 
in a single generation the right 
to 


stand abreast of the foremost and 
most enlightened peoples of Europe 
and America; they have won on their 
own merits and by their own exer- 
tions the right to treatment on a basis 
of full and frank equality. The over- 
whelming mass of our people cherish 
a lively regard and respect for the 
people o'f Japan, and In almost every 
quai ter of the Union the stranger from 
Jupan is treated as he deserves; that 


he is treated as the stranger from 


any part of civilized Europe is and 
deserves to be treated. But here and 
there a most 
unworthy feeling has 


iTainfested itself toward the Japanese 
—the feeling that has been shown In 
shutting- them out from the common 
schools in San Francisco, and In mut- 
terings against th,em In one or two oth- 
er places, because of their efficiency 
as workers. 
To shut them out from 


the public schools is a wicked1 absurd- 
ity, when there are no first-class col- 
leges in the land, including the uni- 
versities and colleges of. California, 
which do not gladly welcome Japanese 
students and on which Japanese stu- 
dents do not reflect credit. We have 
as much to learn from Japan as Japan 
has to learn from us; and no nation 
Is fit to teach unless It is also willing 
to learn. 
Tot-uout Japan Americans 


are well treated, and any failure on 
the part of Americans at home to 
treat the Japanese with a like courtesy 
and consideration is by just so much 
a confession of Inferiority in our civ- 
ilization. 


CUBAN AFFAIRS. 


Last August an insurrection broke 


uot in Cuba which It speedily grew evi- 
dent that the existing Cuban Govern- 
ment was powerless to quell. 
This 


Government was repeatedly askeo. by 
the then Cuban Government to inter- 
vene, and finally was notified by the 
President of Cuba, that he intended to 
resign; that his decision "was Irre- 
vocable; that none of the other con- 
stitutional officers would consent 
to 


carry on the Government, and that he 
was powerless to maintain order. 
It 


was evident that chaos was impend- 
ing, and there was every probability 
that if steps were not immediately 
taken by this Government to try to re- 
store order, the representatives of va- 
rious European nations in the island 
would apply to their respective gov- 
ernments for armed intervention in 
order to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of their citizens. Thanks to the 
preparedness'of our Navy, I was able 
Immediately to send enough ships to 
Cuba to prevent the situation from 
becoming hopeless; and I furthermore 
dispatched to Cuba the Secretary of 
War and the Assistant Secretary of 
State, in order that they might grap- 
ple with the situation on the ground. 
All efforts to secure an agreement be- 
tween the contending factions, by which 
they should themselves come to an 


qullllty. can be restored, a new elec- 
tion properly field, ana a -new gov- 
ernment inaugurated. Peace has -come 
In the island; and the harvesting of 
the sugar-cane crop, the great crop of 
the island, is about to proceed. 


'When the election has been held ana 


the new government inaugurated In 
peaceful and orderly fashion, the pro- 
visional government will come to an 
end. 
I take this opportunity of ex- 


pressing upon behalf of the American 
people, 
with 
all possible solemnity, 


our most earnest hope that' the people 
of Cuba will 'realize the Imperative 
m-ed of preserving justice and keeping 
order in the island. The United States 
wishes nothing of Cuba except that it 
shall prosper morally and materially, 
and wishes nothing 
of the Cubans 


save that they shall be able to pre- 
serve order among 
themselves and 


therefore to preserve their independ- 
ence. If the elections become a farce, 
and if the Insurrectionary habit be- 


the smallest and weakest member of 
the family of nations entitled to as 
much respect as those of-the «reate*t 
empire, and we deem the observance 
of that respect the chief guaranty of 
the weak against the oppression of the 
strong-. We neither claim nor desire 
any rights or privileges or powers that 
we do not freely concede to every 
American Republic. 
We wish to In- 
crease our prosperity, to extend our 
trade, to grow In wealth. In wisdom, 
and In spirit, but our conception of 
the true way to accomplish 'this Is not 
to pun down others and proflt by their 
ruin, but to help all friends to a com- 
mon prosperity and a common growth, 
that we may all become greater and 
stronger together. 
Within 
a few 


months for the first time the recog- 
nized possessors of every foot of soil 
upon the American continents can be 
and I hope will be represented with the 
acknowledged rights of equal sover- 
eign states In the great World's Con- 
comes confirmed in the Island, It is rress at The Hague. This will be the 


world's formal and final acceptance of 
absolutely out of the question that the 
isiand should continue Independent; 
the declaration that no part of the

THE RIO CONFERENCE. 


The Second 
International 
Confer- 


ence of American Republics, held In 
Mexico in the years 1901-2, provided 
for the holding of the third conference 
within five years, and committed the 
fixing of the time and place and the 
arrangements 
for the conference to 


the governing board of the Bureau of 
American Republics, composed of the 
representatives of all the 
American 


nations In Washington. 
That board 


discharged the duty imposed upon It 
with marked fidelity, a 
painstaking 


care, and upon the courteous Invita- 
tion of the United States of Brazil, the 
conference was held at Rio de Janeiro 
continuing from the 23d of July to the 
29th of August last. Many subjects of 
commbn Interest to all the American 
nations were discust by the confer- 
ence, and the conclusions reached, em- 
bodied In a series of resolutions and 
proposed conventions, will be laid be- 
fore you upon the coming In of the 
Snal report of the American delegates. 
They contain many matters of Import- 
ance relating 
to the 
extension of 


trade, the increase of communication, 
the smoothing away of barriers to free 
intercourse, and the promotion of a 
setter knowledge and . good 
under- 


standing between the different coun- 
tries represented. The meetings of 
the conference were harmonious and 
the 
conclusions were reached 
with 
substantial unanimity. 
It Is interest- 


ing to observe that In the successive 
conferences which have been held the 
representatives of the different Ameri- 
can nations have been'learnlng to work 
together 
effectively, 
for, 
while 
the 
First 
Conference in Washington 
in 


1889, and the Second Conference in 
Mexico 
In 
1901-2, occupied 
many 


months, with much time wasted In un- 
regulated and fruitless discussion, the 
Third 
Conference at 
Rio 
exhibited 


much of the facility In the practical 
dispatch of business 
which charac- 


terizes permanent deliberative bodies, 
and completed Its labors within the 
period of six weeks originally allotted 
for its sessions. 


Quite apart from the specific value 


of the conclusions reached by the con- 
ference, the example of the representa- 
tives of all the American nations en- 
gaging in harmonious and kindly con- 
sideration and discussion of subjects 
of common interest Is Itself of great 
and substantial value for the promo- 
tion of reasonable 
and considerate 
treatment of all international ques- 
tions. The thanks of this country are 
due to the Government of Brazil and 
to the people of Rio de Janeiro for the 
generous hospitality with which our 
delegates, in common with the others, 
were received, entertained, and facili- 
tated In their work. 


SECRETARY'S VISIT. 


Incidentally to the meeting of the 


conference, the Secretary of State vis- 
ited the city of Rio de Janeiro, and 
was cordially received by the confer- 
ence, of which he was made an honor- 
ary president. 
The announcement of 


his intention to make this visit was 
followed by most courteous and urgent 
invitations from nearly all the coun- 
tries of South America to visit them as 
the guest of their Governments. 
It 


was deemed that by the acceptance of 
these invitations we might appropri- 
ately express the real respect and 
friendship In which we hold our sister 
Republics of the southern continent, 
and the Secretary, accordingly, visited 
Brazil, 
Uruguay, 
Argentina, 
Chile, 


Peru, Panama, and Colombia. He re- 
frained fiom visiting Paraguay, Boli- 
via, and Ecuador 
only because the 


distance of their capitals from the sea- 
board made It Impracticable with the 
time at his disposal. He carried with 
him a message of peace and friendship, 
and of strong desire for good under- 
standing and mutual helpfulness; and 
he was everywhere received 
In 
the 


spirt of his message. 
The members 


of government, the press, the learned 
professions, the men of business, and 
the great masses of the people united 
everywhere In emphatic response to 


Let us pledge 
ourselves to aid each other In the full 
performance of the duty to humanity 
which that accepted declaration Im- 
plies, so that In time the weakest and

IB my message to you on the" 6th of 


Decerriber, 1905, I called your-attention 
to the embarrassment that might be 
caused to this Government by the 
assertion, by foreign ' nations of the 
right to collect by force of arms con- 
.ract .debts dye by American republics 
to citizens pf the collecting nation, and 
to the dagger that the process of com- 
pulsory collection might result In the 
occupation of territory tending to be- 
come permanent.- I then said: 


"Our own Government has always 


refused 
to enforce such contractual 
obligations on behalf of its citizens -by 
an appeal to arms. It is much to be 
wlsht that all foreign 
governments 


would take the same view." 


This subject was one of the topics of 


consideration at the conference at Rio 
and a. resolution was adopted by that 
conference recommending to the re- 
spective governments represented "to 
consider the advisability of asking the 
Second 
Peace 
Conference 
at 
The 
Hague to examine the question of the 
compulsory collection of public debts, 
and In general, means tending to dim- 
inish among nations conflicts of purely 
pecuniary origin." 


This resolution was supported by 


the representatives of the 
United 
States In accordance with the follow- 
ing Instructions: 


"It has long been the established 


policy of the United States not to use 
its armed forces for the collection of 
ordinary contract debts due to Its citi- 
zens by other governments. We have 
not considered the use of force for 
such a purpose consistent with that 
respect for the Independent sovereign- 
ty of other members of the faintly of 
nations, which Is the most Important 
principle of International law and the 
chief 
protection 
of 
weak 
nations 
against the oppression of the strong. 
It seems to us that the practice Is in- 
jurious in Its general effect upon the 
relations of nations and upon the wel- 
fare of weak and disordered states, 
whose development ought to be en- 
couraged In the Interests- of civilisa- 
tion; that it offers frequent temptation 
TO,bullying and oppression to unneces- 
sary and unjustifiable warfare. 
We 
regret that other powers, whose opin- 
ions and sense of justice we esteem 
highly, have at times taken a different 
view, and have committed themselves 
tho we believe with reluctance, to col- 
lect such debts by force. It is doubt- 
less true that the non-payment of pub- 
lic debts may be accompanied by such 
circumstances of fraud and wrongdo- 
ing or violation of treaties as to justify 
the use of force. 
This Government 


would be glad to see an international 
consideration of the subject which 
shall discriminate between such cases 
and the simple nonperformance of a 
contract with a private person, and a 
resolution In favor of reliance upon 
peaceful means In cases of the latter 
class. 


"It Is not felt, however, that the con- 
ference at Rio should undertake to make 
such a discrimination or to resolve upon 
such a rule. Most of the American coun- 
tries are still debtor nations, while tbe 
countries of Burope are the creditors. It 
the Rio conference, therefore, were to 
lake such action it would have the ap- 
jfearance of a meeting of debtors' resolv- 
ing how their creditors should act, and 
this would not inspire respect. The trn«

CENTRAL AMERICA. 


Last June trouble which had existed for 
some time between the republics of Sal- 
vador. Guatemala and Honduras culmin- 
ated in war—a war which threatened to 
be ruinous to the countries ln%-olved and 
very destructive to the commercial Inter- 
ests of Americans. Mexicans, and other 
foreigners who are taking an important 
pan in the development ot these coun- 
tries. 
The thoroly good understanding 
which exists between the United States 
and Mexico enabled this Government and 
that of Mexico to unite in effective me- 
diation between the warring republics; 
which mediation resulted, not 
without 
long-continued and 
patient 
effort, 
in 
bringing about a meeting of the repre- 
sentatives'of the hostile powers on board 
a United States warship as neutral ter- 
ritory, and peace was there concluded; 
a peace which resulted In the saving- of 
thousands of lives and in the prevention 
of an Incalculable an.ount of misery and 
the destruction of property and of the 
means of livelihood. The Rio Confer- 
ence past the following resolution In ref- 
erence to this action:

This affords an excellent example of 
one way in which the influence of 
the 
United States can properly be exercised 
for the benefit ot the peoples of 
the 
Western Hemisphere; that is, ty action 
taken In concert with other American 
republics and therefore free from those 
suspicions and prejudices which might 
attach If the action were taken by one 
alone. In this way it is possible to ex- 
ercise a powerful influence toward the 
substitution of considerate action in the 
spirit of justice for the Insurrectionary 
or international violence which has hith- 
erto been so great a hindrance to the 
development of many of our neighbors. 
Repeated examples of united action by 
several or many American republics in 
favor of peace, by urging cool and rea- 
sonable, instead of excited and bellig- 
erent, treatment of International contro- 
versies, cannot fail to promote the growth 
of a. general public opinion among the 
American nations which will elevate the 
standards 
of 
International 
action, 
strengthen the sense 
of 
International 
duty among governments, and tell 
in 
favor of the peace of mankind,

THE ALOECIRA* CONVENTION. 
The Algeciras convention, which 
was 
signed by the United States as well as 
by most of tbettbwers of 'Europe, super- 
sedes the previous convention of 1880, 
which was al»o.*ign«4 both by the Unit- 
ed States and a, JMjorlty of the Euro- 
pean powers. ThliV treaty confers upon 
us equal commercial rictotB with all Eu- 
ropean countries *md". does not entail a 
Flngrle obligation of. *tiy kind upon 
uf>, 
and I earnestly hope- ft* may ba cpeedlly 
ratlfled. 
To refuse 
ratify it would 
merely mean that we forfeited our com- 
mercial rights in Morocco and 
would 
not achieve another object of any kind. 
In the event of eueh refusal wo would 
be left for the first time in a hundred 
and twenty years without any commer- 
cial treaty with Morocco; and this at a 
time when we are everywhere seeking 
new markets and outlets for trade. 


FUR SEALS. 


The destruction of the Pribtlof islands 
fur seals by pelagic sealing still contin- 
ues. The herd which, according to sur- 
veys made in 1874 by direction of 
the 
Congress, numbered 4,700,000, and which, 
according: to the survey of both A'meri- 
can and 
Canadian 
commissioners 
in 
1891, amounted to 1,000,000, has now been 
reduced to about 180,000. 
This result 
has been brought about by Canadian and 
some other sealing vessels killing 
the 
female seals while in the water during 
their annual pilgrimage to and from the 
south, or In search of food. As a rule 
the female seal when killed is pregnant, 
and also has an unweaned pup on land, 
so that, for each skin taken by pelagic 
sealing, as a rule, three lives are de- 
stroyed—the mother, -the 
unborn off- 
spring, and the nursing pup, which is 
left to starve to death. 
No damage 
whatever Is done to the herd by the 
carefully regulated killing on land; the 
custom of pelagic sealing is solely 
re- 
sponsible tor all of the present evil, and 
I* alike Indefensible, from the economic 
standpoint and from the standpoint of 
humanity. 


In 1896 over 16,000 young seals were 
found dead from starvation 6n thefPrlb- 
ilof Islands. In 1S97 it was estimated 
that since pelagic sealing began upward 
of 400,000 adult female seals had been 
killed at sea, and over 800,000 young 
seals had died of starvation as the re- 
sult. The revolting barbarity of such a 
practise, as well a* the wasteful de- 
struction which It Involves,. needs no 
demonstration and is Its own condem- 
nation. The Bering Sea Tribunal, which 
eat in Paris In 1893, and which decided 
against the claims of the United States 
to exclusive jurisdiction in the waters 
of Bering Sea. and to a property right in 
the fur seals when outside of the three- 
mile limit, determined also upon certain 
regulations which the Tribunal consid- 
ered sufficient for the proper protection 
and preservation' of the fur seal in, or 
habitually resorting to, tbe Bering Sea. 
The Tribunal by Its regulations estab- 
lished a close season, from the 1st of 
May to the 31st of July, and excluded all 
killing In the waters within CO miles 
around the PriblloC Islands. 
They nlso 
provided that the regulations which they 
had determined upon, with a view to 
the protection and preservation of llio 
seals, should be submitted every five 
years to new examination, so as to en- 
able both Interested Governments 
to 
consider whether, in the light of past 
experience, there was occasion for any 
modification thereof. 


The regulations have proved plainly in- 
adequate to accomplish 
the 
object of 
protection and preesrvmtlon of the fur 
seals, and for & long time this Govern- 
ment hat been trying In vain to secure 
from Great Britain such revision and 
modification of the regulations as were 
contemplated and provided for by the 
award of th» Tribunal 'of Paris. 
The proce*s of destruction has 
been 
accelerated during recent years by the 
appearance of a number of Japanese ves- 
sels engaged In pelagic ceding. As these 
vessels have not been bound even by the 
Inadequate limitations prescribed by the 
Tribunal of Paris, they have paid no at- 
tention either to the close seasdn or to 
the sixty-mile limit Imposed upon 
the 
Canadums, and have prosecuted 
thelr 
work up to the very Islands themselves. 


now be ma3e that its repetition will li*t 
be found pn»fltable. 


Suitable i«pres*ntatlon regarding th« 
Incident have been made to the Govern- 
ment of Japan, and we are assured that 
all practicable measures will be taken by 
that countrj to prevent any recurrence 
of the outrage. On our part, the guard 
on the Islaml win be increased, and bet- 
ter equippec and organised, and a bet- 
ter revenue-cutter patrol service about 
the islands will be established; next sea- 
son a United States war vessel will also 
be sent theie. 
' 
We have not relaxed our efforts to 
secure an Jtgreement with Great Brit- 
ain for adequate protection of the seal 
herd, and repotlations with Japan for 
the same purpose are in progress 
The laws for the protection of 
the 
seals within 
the 
jurisdiction 
of 
the 
United States need revision and amend- 
ment. Only the Islands of St. Paul and 
St. George .ire now, in terms, included 
i;i the Covernment reservation, ana the 
other Islandf are also to be included. The 
landing of aliens as well as citizens up- 
on the islands, without a permit from 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, for ans purpose except in case of 
stress of we-tther or for water, should b* 
prohibited under adequate penalties. The 
approach of vessels for 
the excepted 
purposes should be regulated. The au- 
thority of Hie Government agents 
on 
the Islands should to« enlarged, and the 
chief ag-ent should have the powers of a 
committing magistrate. 
The entrance 


of a vessel Into the territorial waters 
surrounding the island* with intent to 
take seals should be made a criminal 
offense and cause of forfeiti re. Axithor- 
ity for seizures in such cases should be 
given end the presence on any such v-es- 
?el of seals or sealskins, or the para- 
phernalia for taking them, should be 
made prima. facie evidence of such In- 
tent. 
I recommend what legislation Is 
needed to accomplish these ends; and I 
commend to your attention the report 
of Mr. Sims, of the Department of Com- 
merce and I.abor, on this subject. 
In case we are compelled lo abandon 
the hope of making arrangements with 
other governments to put an end to the 
hideous cru»lty now Incident to pelagic 
seating:, it will be a question for your 
serious consideration how far we should 
continue to project, and 
maintain 
the 
seal herd on land with the result of con- 
tinuing such a practise, and whether It 
is not bettei to end the practise by ex- 
terminating the herd ourselves In 
the 
most'humane way possible. 


SECOND HAGUE CONFERENCE. 


In my last message I advised you that 
the Bmperor of Russia had taken the 
initiative In bringing about a 
second 
peace conference at The Hague. Under 
the guidance of Russia the arrangement 
of the preliminaries* for such a confer- 
ence has b«*en progressing during the 
past year. 3'rogress has necessarily been 
slow, owing to the great 
number of 
countries to be consulted upon 
every 
question thai has arisen. It Is a matter 
of satisfaction that all of the American 
Republics huve now, for the first time, 
been invited to join in the proposed con- 
ference. 
The close connection between the sub- 
jects to be taken up by the Red Cross 
Conference held at Geneva last summer, 
and the subjects which naturally would 
come before 
The 
Hague 
Conference, 
made It apparent that It was desirable 
to have the work of the Red Cross Con- 
ference completed and considered by the 
different pov-ers before the meeting at 
The Hague. 
Tho Red Cross Conference 
ended its labors on the 6th day of .Tuly, 
and the revised and amended conven- 
tion, which was signed by tbe American 
delegates, will be promptly Jaid before 
the Senate. 
« 


By the special and highly appreciated 
courtesy of the Governments of Russia 
and the Netherlands, a proposal to call 
The Hague Conference together at a 
time which would conflict with the Con- 
ference of the American Republics at 
Rio de Janeiro in August was laid aside. 
No other date has yet been suggested. 
A tentative program for the conference 
has been proposed by the Government of 
Russia, and ihe subjects which It enum- 
erates are undergoing careful examina- 
tion and consideration in preparation for 
the conferem e. 


On Jul 
and 17. the crews from sev- 
eral Japanese vessels nude rapid raids 
upon tbe Island of St. Paul, and before 
they were beaten off by the very mea- 
cer and Insufficiently armed guard.' they 
succeeded in killing sever*! hundred 
seals and oarryinc off the skins ot most 
of them.

WHEN PEACE IS 
-i 


GOOD FOR THE 


UNITED STATES 


It must ever be kept in mind that war 
is not merelj justifiable, but Imperative, 
upon honorable men, upon an honorable 
nation, where peace can only be ob- 
tained by the sacrtdce of conscientious 
convictions or of national welfare. Pe&ce 
It normally a great good, and normally It 
coincides with righteousness; but it is 
righteousness and nov peace which Bhould 
bind the coi, science of a nation as it 
should bind the conscience of an indi- 
vidual; and neither a nation nor an In- 
dividual can surrender conscience to an- 
other's keeping. Neither can a nation, 
which Is an entity, and which does not 
die as indivldaals die, refrain from taking 
thought for ihe interest of the -genera- 
tions that are to come, no less than for 
the Interest of the generation of today; 
and no public men have a right, whether 
from shortsightedness, from e elfish In- 
difference, or from sentimentality, to 
sacrifice national interests which are vital 
In character. A just war is in the long 
run far beter for a nation's soul than 
the most prosperous peace obtained by 
acquiescence in wrong or injustice. More- 
over, though it is criminal for a, nation 
not to prepaie for war, so that it may 
escape the uieadful consequences of .be- 
ing defeated in war, yet It must always 
be rememben-d that even to be defeated 
In war may be far beter than not to 
have fought at all. 
Ag has been well 
and finely said, a beaten nation iB not 
necessarily XL disgraced nation; but the 
nation or ma.ii is disgraced if the obliga- 
tion to defend right is shirked. 
We should iis a nation do everything in 
our power for the cause of honorable 
peace. It is morally as Indefensible for 
a nation to tt>mmlt a wrong upon an- 
other nation, strong or weak as, for an 
Individual thus to wrong his fellows. We 
should do all In our power to hasten the 
day when mere shall be pea«e among 
the nations — :L peace based upon justice 
and not upoa cowardly submission to 
wrong. We can accomplish a good deal 
In this directioi*, but we can not aiccom- 
plish everything, and the penalty of at- 
tempting to do too much would almost 
Inevitably be to do worse than nothing; 
for It must be remembered that fantas- 
tic extremists are cot in reality leaders of 
the causes wnich they espouse, but are 
ordinarily those who do most to hamper 
the real -leaders of the cause and to dam- 
age the cause Itself. As yet there Is no 
likelihood of establishing any kind of 
international power, of whatever Bort, 
which can efiectiv«ly check wrongdoing, 
and in these circumstances it would b* 
both a foolish and an evil thing for « 
great and fre. natloo to deprive itscft of 
the power to protect its own rights land 
even in exceptional cases to stand' up 
for the rights of others. Nothing would 
more promote Inequity, nothing would 
further defer the reign upon earth ot 
peace and righteousness, th&n for the flrt« 
and enlightened peoples m-hich, thoufjb 
with much siumbltng and many .short- 
comings, nevertheless strive towunfl jus- 
tice, deliberately to render themselvefl 
powerless while leaving every despotism 
and Darbaristn armed and able to work 
their wicked will. The cbAnce for th« 
settlement of disputes peacefully, by »f^ 
Mtomtios, now depends mainly .upon the 
po**e«sion by the nations that mean to 4* 
right of sufficient armed strength 
their purpose effective..
